MAIN BDILDING, NATIONAL EXPOB.T EXPOSITION, PHILADELPHIA, SEPTEMBER, 14fH TO NOVEMBER 30TQ, 1899. 


The main building of tbe National Export Exposition is 1,000 feet long and 100 feet wide. It includes three pavilions, two stories in height, and a spacious auditorium with, a 


scaling capacity of 5,000. In this auditorium the sessions of the International Commercial Congress will be held and concerts will be given every afternoon aud evening by the leading 
municul organizations of tbe country. The building covers an urea of nine acres and there is an area of floor space aggregating twelve and one-half acres. 


The main entrance is in the north pavilion, opening into a lobby GOxQO feet, beyond which and between the north and central pavilion is the auditorium, 200 feet long and 140 


feet wide. Ou either side of this auditorium are arcades for exhibits, 78 feet wide by 300 feet long. 


The pavilions are constructed of brick and structural steel and are each 90x100 feet. 
Each are two stories high, the second floor of the northern pavilion to be devoted to the 


offices ot the Exposition 4 the second floors of the other pavilions will be given up to exhibits. 


Each of the entrances to the main building arc flanked by podeetals, on which are groups of statuary, representing various industries and the pediments over the various en- 


trances of all of the buildings contain heroic figures, syniboli?ing various aspects of manufacture and commerce. The walls of the main building arc covered with a coating of white 
''staff" and the cornices are made of the same material. 
Around the roof runs an iron balustrade ot rich design aud from the numerous staffs on the root float the flags of all tho 


nations which will be represented in the International Commercial Congress. 


DOYLESTOWH. 


There is evidently great anxiety upon the 


part of the Democratic leaders at the county 
seat to get hold of amunition of some sort to 
help them out in the coming campaign 
The 


party organ, the Democrat, published an 
article upon the subject of Kepublican ''mis- 
rule" in the county some time ago, which 
created considerable laughter because of the 
fact that the present incumbents of the 
county offices are hardly doing enough busi- 
ness to pay tor their bread and butter, and 
could not be extravagant or dishonest if they 
would. But the Democrat now feels that it 
haa a good club iu the shape of criticism that 
appeared in the Sellersville Herald in rela- 
tion to bridge repairs made in that borough. 
It is alleged that the County Commissioners 
have wasted about $1,000 upon thia bridge. 
The charge is serious enough to warrant 
refutation, aud the matter is referred to here 
for the information of down-county residents. 
Among the orders granted by the Commis- 
sioners was one in favor of John H. Dager, 
the contractor, for a little more than $700. 
The balance of the orders amounted to about 
$300. Upon seeing this the Democrat charged 
that Mr. Dager had been paid $700 for super- 
intending a job that cost but $300. 
This 


absurd statement is refuted by the explana- 
tion that out of the sum named the con- 
tractor paid his masons and helpers. This 
information the Democrat could have ob- 
tained had it cared to inquire at the Com- 
missioners' office as to (he facts in tho case. 
The Herald, however, claims that the money 
was wasted. 
It is understood that many 


residents of Sellersville were disappointed 
because the Commissioners did not erect a 
new bridge, and it is assumed that this is 
why the Commissioners have been criticised. 
The taxpayers in other parts of the county 
will understand the matter when it is stated 
that upon two occasions a Grand Jury de- 
clined to recommend a new bridge, which 
would have cost $16,000. The Commissioners 
were therefore compelled to repair the old 
bridge, which menaced public safety in its 
dilapidated oondition, and they went about it 
ia the most economical manner. At a con- 
ference of the Commissioners and the engi- 
neers of a trolley company which desired to 
cress the structure it was estimated that the 
bridge could not be put in good condition 
for less than $7,000. In spite of this esti- 
mate, which the engineers desired to keep as 
low as possible in the interest of the com- 
pany, the Commissioners for a much less 
sum have made the bridge safe and durable, 
though the repairs are not as extensive as 
those estimated upou at the conference re- 
ferred to, which contemplated widening the 
roadway. The piers of the biidge have been 
underpinned and plugged, a very difficult 
task. The superstructure, of course, does 
not disclose the work done, but the founda- 
tions of the bridge were not secure, and it 
was necessary to make them so at once. In 
some instances the masons cut through solid 
rook to make the repairs, and the work 
throughout was extremely difficult and of a 
character that required great skill. The 
bridge is a stone arched affair and one of the 
longest in the county. It was necessary re- 
cently lo rebuild some of the walls, and in 
future the Commissioners will make other 
needed repairs. There has been no extrava- 
gance in the outlay of mo'ney thus far, as the 
work could not have been done any cheaper 
or better. The Herald has been unjust to 
the Commissioners in the charge that they 
committed a blunder by neglecting to erect 
a new bridge, something they were power- 
less to do in view of the action of the Grand 
Jury. This 
IB about all there is in the 


bridge bugaboo, which has been seized upon 
as a pretext to manufacture political capital 
for the Democratic party. 


lowed to go by default until it becomes 
necessary to pay them again for this pur- 
pose.

TULLVTOWN. 


To the pilgrim and stranger who travels 


through this section by train at this season 
of the year the fragrance of the onion is 
wafied through the car windows, for this is 
the season for harvesting this valuable crop. 
Over half the farmers iu this section of the 
country grow some onion sets. During the 
next few weeks all laborers will be busy, this 
crop being one that must be cared for by 
hand. In the onion fields hundreds of men 
are traveling slowly on hands and knees 
along the rows removing the little onions. 
The crop this year promises to be fair in 
quantity with the prospect of a good price in 
the fall. 
One of the finest fields of sets near 


here is the one worked by Harry Sharkey 
on the farm of Amos B. Headley, along Mill 
Lane. 


The long summer drought in this vicinity 


has at last been broken, and it is believed 
that the rain of this week will be productive 
of large late crops, such as late potatoes, 
corn, etc. Not in recent years has there 
been such a scarcity of rain so early in the 
summer when moisture was essential for the 
growing crops. Lack of rain has cut short 
the early potato and hay crops, but it has 
also '•lengthened" prices in more than in- 
verse ratio, and the farmers generally are 
more prosperous than for the past five or six 
years. The rain of this week arouses the 
hope for big crops in the fall of late potatoes, 
corn, etc , and the market reviews point to 
a good prioe as almost a certainty. 


This is the height cf the season for perch 


fishing. Several parties recently have re 
turned after a few hours' sport with a large 
catch.

If the concern 
of which Mr. Rockefeller is president could 
not ship oil at a vastly lower rate than other 
shippers, there would be some show for the 
lesser corporations and individual dealers in 
oil and its products to do business; but as it 
is the greater concern is so favored that the 
smaller ones are barred from distant mark- 
ets. Of course the transportation liaes may 
raise the point that any other concern can 
get the same rate as the Standard Oil Com- 
pany does if it will ship the same amount of 
freight, but, thanks to the Standard Oil 
Company's good friends, the railways and 
steamer lines, that combination has a cinch 
on tho business to such an extent that no 
newcomer or competitor iu the oil supply 
business cun guarantee a maximum amount 
of traffic, consequently the lesser concein is 
told to "go away and make a record," after 
tho fashion that the successful pugilist ad- 
dresses his challenger. If it is desired to 
reach the "nigger in the wood pile," it will 
be necessary to go on the warpath of the 
transportation companies, for without the 
special rates, rebates, etc., afforded by them

A Delightful Trolley Ride. 


A representative of the GAZETTE took 


trip on Sunday on the trolley from Bristo 
to Wyootn'be elation to learn from persona 
observation the progress made in the con- 
struction of the new road to Doyleatown, 
The trip was a most delightful one and it is 
safe to say that liristoliaus are practically in 
ignorance of what has been done to connect 
this town with the county seat by a direcf 
trolley route. Cars are now regularly oper- 
ated between Bristol and Forest Giove, a 
point five miles 
from Doylestown. The 


tracks last week were laid to the Geil farm, 
about a mile beyond Bushington. The poles 
are also up to that point. The ties are laid 
for about a mile further on, and the ties 
have been distributed along the line as far as 
the Rich farm on the Pebble Hill road. 


The cars will not be operated beyond For- 


est Grove until the new power house and 
machinery aie installed, as the small engine, 
which was only calculated to run two cars 
from the cut-oft to Newtown, is doing all of 
the extra work. 


The country traveised is a most beautiful 


section. The farms and buildings equal any 
of those ever witnessed in any prosperous 
locality. There is a substantial look about 
all of the homesteads. Barns are well built, 
houses and grounds neat and tidy and fences 
and outbuildings in the positions originally 
intended. Dilapidated buildings and fences, 
such as can be seen in some sections near 
Bristol were nowhere in evidence. 


The Bristol and Doylestowa trolley has a 


great future before it. 
The round-about 


way of traversing three counties to get to 
Bucks' capital is about a thing of the past. 
We figured that the trip from this borough 
to Doylestown will consume OES hour and 
three-quarters of time and the cost of the 
round trip 75 cents.
